A PREFACE. | 


As no writer ever stood in greater need of an apology than 
myself, I hope I shall be permitted to give a few words in 
explanation of my labour. I have undertaken to translate 

into English verse the poetry of the Emperor of China, who 

is stiled © The torch of the East, the true descendant of 

a Taytsoy, and the providence of Heaven.” have studied 

5 almost every principal writer on the subject, but must excepft 

the general History of China, translated by Father Moyrac 
de Mailla in Twelve yolumes 4to, which I just saw, but could 
not obtain, and J regret it daily with all the fulness of chat 
desiderium which so dear a head as Father Moyrac de Mailla's 
demands. I confess also that I have received assistance from 
me bent scholars and interpreters employed in Lord Macart- 
ney's Embassy, (though I was unfortunately deprived « of the 

Ad Il hoped from the i ingenious Mr. Plumb, stiled by way of 
eminence the Interpreter, whom I regret still more than il 

Father Moyrac de Mailla); yet I am convinced that it is im- 
possible to do full justice to che imperial Chinese phrases and 
expressions, which are not always intelligible to an European.
